Drawings 

The drawing objection made in the Office Action mailed June 9, 2004 is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Charbonneau (Des. 259,333) 1981 
, in view of Landau (US 5,235,782) 1 993 and Edge (GB 2055031 )1 981 . 

Regarding independent claim-1: 

Charbonneau depicts a tubular sleeve in a flattened condition comprising a lower 
portion having structure readable on an upper and lower end, and a tapered base 
portion having a skirt portion extending from the base portion, as cited in the instant 
claim. 

Charbonneau does not depict a gusset in the lower end of the lower portion, and is 
silent as to the opening and disposing steps cited. 
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Landau teaches a cover for potted plants having a gusseted lower end, and is relied 
upon for that feature. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made, to have modified the cover of Charbonneau to include a gusseted lower end 
as cited, and as taught by Landau, for the well-known advantages of that feature. 

Edge teaches an initially flattened tapered sleeve having gusseted sidewalls, for 
containing a growing medium in which plants can grow (Abstract). 

The method steps comprising opening the sleeve of Charbonneau and disposing 
growing medium and botanical item as cited, would be readily apparent to one of 
ordinary skill in the art during the use of the sleeve, as taught by Edge. 



Regarding claims 2-4: 

The discussion above regarding claim-1 is relied upon. 

Charbonneau as modified, is capable of the thickness range encompassed by the 
instant claims. 
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Regarding claim-5: 

The discussion above regarding claim-1 is relied upon. 

Charbonneau as modified (Landau and Rodney teach construction materials as cited), 
is capable of the materials as cited.
